One variety of G is blacker than 
the other, 
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East Versus West 


Many people in the Canadian West made comments to me re- 
warding the high “price levels” established in the East for superb 
Canada. They felt that these prices were too high in relation to the 
scarcity of the material and that there is a tendency for dealers in 
the East to create a false market. All well known rivalries aside, 
lets examine this question. 


Assume you want a copy of Scott No. 18 of Canada. You have a 
choice: SUPERB. I sell a premium used copy of this stamp for 
about $9.00. You like my stamp but immediately react to the price 
which is almost double catalogue. But consider—if you want to sell 
it soon after buying, either by auction or by direct sale to a dealer, 
you will get very close to the price you paid me. I CANNOT AF- 
FORD NOT TO BUY A STAMP OF THIS QUALITY if the price is 
within reason. My price was reasonable when you take into account 
the very small proportion of the 1859 which can be termed “pre- 
mium". If I am out of stock of such an item I CANNOT BE SURE 
OF GOING OUT AND OBTAINING ANOTHER, when I need it. 
I am only able to keep a stock of such fine stamps by virtue of 
buying many collections and large lots from which I extract premium 
material. : 


GOOD. I sell a good used copy of No. 18 for about $3.50. IF 
YOU REOFFER IT TO ME FOR $2.00 I MIGHT EASILY NOT BE 
IN THE MARKET. I use this as an example as I would naturally 
buy back anything I sold one person. My point is you could have 
paid a reputable dealer in New York $3.50 and offer it to me for 
$2.00 and I would refuse to buy it.

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Canada's Squared Cirde Cancel 


By C. B. D. GARRETT 


The square circle fan is making no 
attempt to compete with the old-time 
special ccllections of the four 
and two ring cancels which most of 
us have heard run into money. In 
years to come so also will the squar- 
ed circle collections, but today every- 
one has a chance to make a good 
showing partly because so many dif- 
ferent towns used them (about 270) 
and better still they are found upon a 
very cheap series of stamps usually 
valued from 1c to 5c each, being the 
last of the small queen's to the King 
Edward, many of which can still be 
bought at 25c per 100. So I am set- 
ting down a few notes for beginners 
to fellow up the study, and what the 
various terms mean. 











ring 








composed of eight bars but four are 
thin and four are thick. 

Type 3 is very similar to type 2 
but is composed of only SIX lines, 
the top and bottom line have been 
left cff, thus we have now four thick 
lines and two thin ones. 

Type 4 is the one adopted by the 
Post Office. It has six lines, all of 
which are thick. Perhaps there is a 
sub-type used at Alma in which the 
top and bottom line is slightly thick- 
er than in type 3 but thinner than in 


type 4. I consider it a type 3, but 
when slipped or smudged it looks 
more like type 4. 

Type 2 is known only from the 


Railroad. 
Type 3 (?) only from Wingham, 
but I conclude Alma is here also. 
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TYPES Type 4 is the big item now known 


Type 1 is undoubtedly the thin bar 
form, because it was the first to be 
used (about April 1893). Please to 
note it is composed of EIGHT thin 
lines (and two vertical bars). This 
type did not meet with the approval 
of the Ottawa officials, but until 
other designs (Types) were made, 
Type 1 was used in 26 towns. 


Transition 


Quoting Boggs, Ottawa was not 
pleased with type 1, they consider- 
ing the bars too thin. Thus we can 
presume they notified the manufact- 
urers, who in time submitted THREE 
other different designs, each of 
which gradually increased the thick- 
ness of the bars, thus four different 
types were used. (Anything within 
the white circle does not constitute a 
type). 

Type 2 should be the type used by 
QUE & CAMP Railway, as it is still 


to have been used from about 270 
different town. 


Hammers 


Before breaking down the types 
into HAMMERS, study on hammers 
from many towns strongly indicate 
that the manufacturers made up in 
readiness a large number of the bar 
design but could not place in the 
town name until Ottawa notified 
them what names were to be used. 
This caused the occurrence of Jack- 
son's three sub-types of type 4. 
When known it seems the town 
names were made on circular disks 
apparently of slightly different di- 
ameters, so the center of the ready 
made bars were rimmed out to make 
a snug fit for the disk. If the rim- 
ming out process was not done ex- 
actly in the center of the bars, then 
a part of line 1 or 6 was also slightly 
indented. These are very nice var- 
ieties for the collection but I would 
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known as types. If they are, then we 
wil alse have to create three more 
sub-types caused by the indenting 
of the two vertical bars in the center, 
many of which are far more obvious 
than on bar 1 or 6. In either case the 
sub-type may not be recognized 
when the cancel is only on stamps 
off paper. So as types they should be 
dropped. 


I think the next question is that we 
should use the same term or word 
for the part of the design that we 
are discussing. There are but few 
terms to be used but when used they 
would definitely separate the differ- 
ent hammers used in one town. 


Bars—The common type 4 is com- 
posed of 6 bars, numbered from the 
top B1 to 6. For separating two or 
more hammers in use from the same 
town the top or bottom or B2 or 3 in 
relation to letters of the town will be 
found very useful and more especial- 
ly the SB (side bar). That is if the B1 


or 6 or side bars have been very 
slightly or largely rimmed out to 
complete the white circle. 

SIDE BARS—The SB are very 


variable when compared with differ- 
ent towns or hammers, but they have 
to be watched with care owing to 
when the stamp is struck the envel- 
ope gives so the SB slides longer or 
is wider than normal. Good sharp 
strikes show they vary from 5mm to 
9mm high and 144mm to 3mm wide. 
The position of the first or last letter 
of the town to the side bars is one of 
the best features for separating dif- 
ferent hammers used in the same 
town. I would think that originally 
all side bars were straight sided but 
were curved (rimmed out) to take 
the town disk. That is why so many 
SB are thicker on one side than on 
the other. This also makes bars 2, 3, 
4, 5, unequal in length. 


seen at the lower end of the SB are 
also very useful for separating ham- 
mers. 


DATE LINES—The DL are very 
erratic, perhaps more often absent. 
than present. I place no value in their 
use. 

INDICA — Perhaps this term 
should be restricted to “Any item 
that is placed below the town name 
and above the date” such as “O, AM, 
PM, NT, number, letter or time” (in 
one case a star). I used to consider 
when numbers were shown that they 
denoted different hammers, perhaps 
some do. Now I consider no indica 
of any use for separating hammers. 

Study of some towns whose bars, 
side bars, or design as a whole seem- 
ed identical some showed “O, AM, 
PM or NT". No one would expect a 
clerk having a hammer of his own 
to work a 24 hour shift. It seems far 
more likely that the morning clerk 
came on shift and placed his indica 
in as AM, then worked his shift and 
left the hammer there. The next 
clerk came on shift, removed the AM 
and placed his indica in as PM, ete. 
This idea is rather forcibly shown 
on the local, York St of Toronto 
which shows three or four hours and 
“Toronto” proper. I have seven diff- 
erent times. Thus indica has little or 
no use for separating hammers. 

The various indica do make inter- 
esting collectible varieties to swell 
our collection. In type 1 Ottawa used 
1 to 22. In type 4 Winnipeg, Canada 
used 1 to 9. So also did “Winnipeg, 
Man”, but the latter on three differ- 
ent hammers. 


Victoria, B.C., Squares 


Something that has not been print- 
ed before is that there were three 
distinct hammers used in Victoria, 
D.C. My illustrations are poor but 
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the descriptions will readily separate 
them. 

A short time ago I was down to see 
the wonderful collection of squared 
circles in the Miss M. Harris collect- 
ion. At least, on full cover, Miss Har- 
ris must have the finest lot in the 
far West, She really specializes on 
all the town postmarks of B.C. only, 
but collects British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island stamps also. 
Whilst chatting, Miss Harris drew 
my attention to the square circles of 
Victoria, pointing out that there two 
different, suggesting that I should 
look them over, so we bunched our 
specimens, which totalled 66, Sixteen 
on cover, 32 on piece showing full 
cancel and 16 on stamps, from Apr 
1893 to Jan 1900. Roughly, but with 
fair certainty the three hammers 
can be separated by date. Only at 
Christmas, 1897 did our specimens 
show two hammers in use for the 
same year, being hammers 2 and 3. 

For example of describing ham- 
mers I separate the three Victoria, 
B.C., Type 4. 

Hammer 1 See first Victoria illus.) 
—Seen 3rd Oct 93 to Mr 95. Sixteen 
specimens. The point of A in Victoria 
points close to the top of the right 


side bar. The side bar 9mm long. 
Thinner than illus. Side dots above 
the bottom of the side bars. A 


straight edge placed from the top 
right corner to the bottom left cor- 
ner of PMK passes between R and I 
of Victoria. 


Hammer 2 (See second Victoria il- 
lus.)—30 Jan 96 to 7 Sep 97. Eight- 
een specimens. Point of A points di- 
rectly to top of the right side bar. 
Side bars short 542mm, the right one 
much thinner than the left. Side dots 
are square. Opposite to the white 
space between SB and B4. Straight 
edge placed NE to SW passes throu 
right of R. 

Hammer 3 (See 3rd Victoria illus.) 
—27 Dec 97 to Jan 1900. Thirty 
specimens. Point of A points to the 


center of the right SB. Side bars 
short, being  5!ómm, equal width 
rather than thick. Side dots much 


the same as in 2 but right one a 
little lower. Straight edge placed NE 
and SW runs through the middle of 
the R. 

Since examining these last De- 
cember I have heard that there may 
be a fourth hammer. I cannot recog- 
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nize another from our specimens. If 
there is it may be the hammer of 
1894. 

The squared circle was used by 
three railroads, but this paper is con- 
cerned with only one. 


QUE & CAMP MC LOCAL (Type 2) 


I offer my ideas mainly because I 
cannot agree with those set out by 
Dr. Whitehead. At present it would 
seem that Dr. Whitehead is over- 
whelmed with the idea that this rail 
had only one hammer, first used 
about Nov 94. The design is my 
Type 4. He goes on to say by Oct 95 
it was transformed into the 8 barred 
form (my type 2) by splitting bar 
1 and 6. I quote this type as being 
one of the transition stages from 
the thin stage to the blacker thick 
design of six bars, thus inferring 
that there were always two hammers 
and neither design was changed but 
hammer 2 was cut up to suit the 
users and shows five different states. 
(I have added a new one in this 
paper. Whitehead records 4). 

Evidence that there were two ham- 
mers should be borne out by realiz- 
ing that a train left Quebec each 
day (?) for Camp, and one left 
Camp for Quebec, thus they pass 
enroute, but each carried a mail 
cleik, each with a hammer. So one 
clerk used the hammer of type 4 and 
the other the hammer ‘of type 2. 
Actually, Dr. Whitehead perhaps 
proves this himself because he re- 
cords hammer 1 of type 4 being used 
in 1894 and still in use about 1905 or 
6, so that hammer was not tampered 
with, yet, at the same time, the ham- 
mer of type 2 was continually used. 


Alteration States of Hammer 2 


(Hammer 1 is type 4 and has 6 bars. 
Hammer 2 is my type 2 with 8 bars). 


State 1. The whole design was com- 
plete. Bars 7 and 8 were complete, 
above which was (train ?) no. 20: 
14 Oct 95 to May 99. 

State 2. Train No. altered, so the 
top half of the 20 was scratched out, 
but lines 7 and 8 were still complete. 
30 My 99 to 16 Jan 00. New. 

State 3. 26 jy 00 to 19 ja 02. Bot- 
tom line 8 broken in center and 13 
placed therein. Train 4 above, or filed 
half 20. 

State 4. 27 de 02. As state 3 but 
the 13 removed. 
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State 5. 11 Mr 04 to 09. Both bars 
7 and 8 broken in the middle. The 
dates quoted are from Dr. White- 
head’s’ paper, or mine. On hammer 2 
(Type 2) I have both E and W on 
Edward stamps. 
Precancelled or What? 


Were some complete sheets of the 
2c of '98 and le Edward cancelled by 
the squared circle from which all 
the inside had been removed, leaving 
only the surrounding bars? (Type 1 
and type 4 used). 

Canada first used precancels in 
1889, and from 1890 to 1900 large 
quantities were used, in 18 to 20 dif- 
ferent forms of bars, said to have 
been applied to complete sheets of 
stamps by rubber rollers two or three 
stamps wide by ruling across’ the 
sheet. These of course showed no 
town, thus if gathered in quantity 
for fraud could have been used again. 
About 1900 Ottawa recognized this 
situation so decided to place the town 
name on precancels of the future. 
The first attempts were made by 
surcharging Toronto on the 1c value 
of '98 and the 50c small queen, the 
latter also for Montreal. Being satis- 
fied with the result the decision was 
to make an electro plate of 100 sub-

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jects for every town that used a 
quantity of precancels. King Edward 
stamps were surcharged with 24 
town names. 


Let us surmise that during this 
changing process some town wrote 
in for a supply of precancels, but 
that the electro for that town had 
not yet been made. What to do about 
it? They needed precancels for busi- 
ness. Why not tell them to cancel 
sheets of stamps locally after remov- 
ing all the inside data so as to make 
it fourth class mail! If this is the 
case, one (?) town fulfilled instruc- 
tions too fully by also removing the 
town name. We also have evidence 
of Peterborough and Ottawa remov- 
the dates but leaving the town name 
which made it as a true precancel. 


The Toronto 1c mentioned above is 
the precancel classical gem. (Only 2 
are known). So also as I see it 
stamps cancelled by the squared 
circle showing no data or also town 
will become the classical gems of 
these collections. 


One last suggestion: Do not take 
measurements from any illustrations. 
Printers usually are not concerned in 
getting items down to mm equality.

To its many readers here in Canada 
this is good news. His comments in 
future writings will indeed be much 
appreciated. i 

Featuring of “Sperati” forgeries 
in a London exhibition has been the 
cause of a lot of controversy. Stan- 
ley Gibbons and other dealers have 
in consequence resigned from mem- 
bership in the B.P.A. It will be felt 
by many this is an unfortunate 
state of affairs. In my opinion the 
publication of the “Sperati” work in 
book form would have been suffi- 
cient to satisfy the specialists in 
forgeries.

Honduras, none of 
which went over the 350,000 mark. 
Hong Kong with over 15,000,000 sold 
the greatest number. 

More friendly comment in “SC” 
by Fyndhem in which for special at- 
tention he lists some of our booklet 
panes and overprint officials, tells 
us to get them now. His “wind up” 
is nicely put in which he says “no 
more need be said, they are Canadian 
stamps.” 

An old friend Carl Jennings of 
Hamilton has been on vacation and 
fishing in the Florida Keys. 
“Stamps” of New York reports he 
made a record catch of a 13 lb. 3 oz. 
Bone fish, the largest so far landed 
this year. 

At a recent auction in London by 
Harmer Rooke a Great Britain pen- 
ny red with missing letters sold for 
£200. The 10/- mint of the Edward 
IR official sold for the extraordinary 
sum of £900 which in our dollars 
must be a record for any single 
stamp.

I would like to comment on your 
article in Popular Stamps for April. 
"Printing Varieties in Canada Coil 
Stamps" by F. Walter Pollock. As 
he rightly observes there has been 
much speculative writing on this 
subject, but unfortunately, I believe 
Mr. Pollock has also contributed his 
share to the confusion, yet if we will 
but apply some degree of logic in 
the observations of such rolls in con- 
nection with the known printing pro- 
cess I think ali the misunderstanding 
could be removed. The main process 
and press as described by Mr. Pol- 
lock may be perfectly correct, also 
the variations as to spacing of each 
impression, and the flaw in the left 
frame line of the mis-aligned stamp, 
though he admits to speculation on 
this point. 

The main point in question is the 
mis-alignment itself and how it 
occurs. After describing the press 
and how the paper is drawn back by 
hand for the next impression, he says 
—‘it is obvious that the paper may 
shift up or down ever so slightly in 
the drawing back operation, thus 
causing some  mis-alignment be- 
tween the last subject of the pre- 
vious impression, and the first sub- 
ject of the next.” This, I submit, 
is pure speculation, but it may in- 
deed sound plausible to those who 
have seen only mis-aligned pairs or 
short strips, but anyone who has 
examined full rolls will realize that 
this cannot possibly be the answer. 
How far for example, could the 
paper move in one direction before 
the outer row of subjects would be 


off the web altogether? The 2c 
(last G. VI) through its length 
shows a total mis-alignment of 


about 20 mm. and the mis-aligned 
stamp is always downward, I have 
not seen or heard of a single in- 
stance where it was mis-aligned up- 
ward. If this theory that the paper 
shifts up or down had any merit we 
might reasonably expect to see 
some evidence of it with mis-align- 
ments both up and down in every 
roll as well as perfect alignment, 
but this never occurs at all so far as 
ĮI am aware. In roll after roll we 
find the mis-alignment uniform in 
the stame stamp, in the same direc- 


tion, and to the same degree, and 
other denominations may be per- 
fectly aligned throughout. How 
can such uniformity and exactness 
occur if mis-alignment is dependent 
upen the haphazard shifting of the 
paper up or down? Surely this is a 
fantastic theory that cannot explain 
or answer the facts to be found in 
every roll of stamps. 

I suggest here the only logical 
answer that can produce the re- 
sults that is found in these stamps. 
When the printing plates are locked 
in the press there is a very slight 
deviation from being on an exact 
square, perhaps only one millimeter 
or less, so that when the last sub- 
ject is printed on one impression the 
first subject of the next impression 
may be slightly higher or lower in 
relation to it. Thus all stamps from 
that plate will bear the same mis- 
alignment and to the same degree, 
unless the operator made adjust- 
ments. When a new plate is used 
the alignment may be altered again, 
and in other denominations the 
alienment may be perfect, or have 
their own distinctive  characteris- 
ties. No layman touring the plant or 
observing the printing process could 
possibly be aware of such a micro- 
scopic flaw, and the technician him- 
self could hardly detect it without 
checking the finished job very close- 
ly. So the only reasonable conclu- 
sion would seem to be that the shift- 
ing of the paper, if any, in the draw- 
ing-back process, must be so negli- 
gible as to have practically no bear- 
ing on the result.

The Allandale, Orillia & Midland 
Railway Post Office, Canada 





This railway is one of the oldest in 
Canada. It runs from Torontc, Lake 


Ontario to Midland, Georgian Bay, 
a distance of about 100 miles. Boggs 
quotes it as ‘57 miles" but that 
means from Allandale to Midland. 

The summer of 1940 found me 
growing herbs at Shanty Bay, on 
Lake Simcoe about 67 miles north of 
Toronto. August 16 and 17 were 
Red Letter Days for me as I went 
down to-attend the 11th Annual Con- 
vention & Exhibition of the Toronto 
Air Mail Club, held at the Royal 
York Hotel as I had the privilege of 
serving in their committee. 

On my return I left the Union 
Station at 5.30 p.m., having the in- 
evitable evening paper tucked under 
my arm. I sank wearily into the 
seat of a somewhat empty train, lay- 
ing the paper by my side while I 
thought over all the wondrous sights 
] had seen at the Exhibition, for 
there were some of the best Ameri- 
can Collections on loan as well as 
complete Canadian Displays.  Pres- 
ently the conductor came along, and 
seeing my paper, without a “May 
I?" said “Oh, I'll take this." I was 
rather left gasping, but knowing 
their ways just stuttered “Oh yes.” 
Soon the train stopped for 10 
minutes at the junction of Allandale, 
known to passengers for its famous 
“Quick Serve" Restaurant. There is 
a long counter on which are large 
portions of most appetising pies, 
applie, raisin, pumpkin, etc., and tea 
or coffee waiting to be poured im- 
mediately. The whole train empties, 
and as ever I was first and finished 
my snack in about three minutes, and 
.then went for a stroll along the plat- 
form towards the engine. I at once 
caught sight of the Mail Van, or 
Travelling Post Office. The post- 
master noticed my extra curiousity 
and interestedness and invited me in. 

There I spent the most fascinating 
half hour or so having all the work- 
ings explained to me; how letters 
were sorted into huge open-mouthed 
bags after they had been hand-can- 
celled and all the other tricks of the 
trade. 

The next stop was Barrie and I 


watched from the inside the arrival 
of the letters as they were dropped 
in to the box on the inner side of the 
Mail Van, and the speed with which 
they were sorted. 

Then we passed on, and knowing 
my destination was the next stop. I 
thanked the Post Master for his 
extreme kindness, and he gave me a 
sample cancellation as a memento. 
(See illustration Boggs page 675). 

On returning to my original seat I 
met the conductor who was amazed 
to see me and said: “We’' hunted the 
whole train throught for you, and at 
Barrie sent a ear back to Allandale, 
knowing this was the last train of 
the day and no-where to sleep there, 
as we thought we had left you be- 
hind." 

So much for the loan of an evening 
paper!—-*'Belinda".
